In the past, horse-dopers

them down or perhaps making them 
run sideways. It is one of the black 
arts which has grown and flourish- 
ed in the last two centuries. In the 
early days of- racing in England and 
Ireland, they had various herbs and 
simples which they used to slip into 
the horse's feed. Early in the last 
century, Wilfrid Baskln, a 
tout 


around 'a Dublin track, 
studied 


chemistry and medicine, made put- 
ative 
discoveries 
about 
drugging 


horses, sold his formulas, accumu- 
lated a small fortune and became a 
r e s p e c t a b l e money-lender and 
banker. 


Within the. last few years, there 


have been instances, in the west, in 
which doctors have been 
caught 


procuring 
drugs by 
prescriptions 


issued to friends, and working as 
allies of horse-doping gangs. There 
have been sensational reports that 
modern knowledge of the endocrine- 
glands has aided in these vlllanies, 
and that the doper may now work 
with more finesse than in the past. 


Personally. I give little credit to 


these stories. 
There is an Edgar 


Wallace effect in these yams which 
makes them seem a bit implausible. 
Certainly the Jockey Club, and all 
the other groups which stand for 
fairness and integrity in racing, and 
which rescued the sport after Mr. 
Hughes had sent it back to the post 
for a fresh start, are doing every- 
thing humanly possible to keep It on 
the level. 


The late John Townsend, gentle- 


man rider and driver, uncovered 
some 
of 
the tricks 
of 
drugging 


horses. One of these was the use of 
a tiny narcotic needle, hidden in the 
palm of the hand, by which a rubber 
could inject a shot in a horse's nose 
even under the most watchful scrut- 
iny. 


Thirty states have now legalized 


betting. There are vast systems of 
wire rooms, and great publishing 
enterprises issuing form sheet and 
race track Journals. It is estimated 
that the annual betting turn-over is 
about $1,000,000,000. In many local- 
ities the states are in partnership 
with the race tracks and the com- 
mon law's indifference to a gamb- 
ling contract has lelt a wide No 
Man's .Land of law enforcement, but 
which imperatively needs legal rat- 
ionalization and adjudication. 


This writer noted the other day 


that, at the turn of the century, the 
downfall of Al Adams, the policy 
king, was brought about by a moral 
upsurge against the evils of gamb- 
ling, while Thomas E. Dewey's pres- 


ent drive is motivated by the con- 
tention that organized gambling In- 
terests corrupt Judges and police. 
We seem to have concluded that 
gambling is an old, established in- 
stinct, but we discover that when 
gambling turn! pro It geLs messed 
up with racketeering, and that's 
something for the John Laws to 
look into. 


And so, the Federal Bureau of

Inquiring

doping of Mr. Vanderbilt's horse, -It 
is one more Instance of the curse of 
bureaucracy which follows closely 
on organization, professionallzatlon

Borne di'fl.stlc changes have been 


made In the hunting season in 
Pennsylvania 
during 
the 
coming 


year by the Pennsylvania. Game 
Commission, which gives a lull ex- 
planation of Its action in the cur- 
rent issue of Pennsylvania Game 
News, and fixes the open season on 
game during the coming year. 


The findings of face by the game 


commission are that, 
wtiile 
the 


small upland game supply has re- 
covered considerably from the rav- 
ages of the winter of 1935-1936, It Is 
not yet sufficiently abundant to Jus- 
tify an open season for a full month, 
or a possession limit of more than 
the legal bag for two days. Rela- 
tive to big game, the commission 
states that the present deer herd 
of the state has become too large 
for the available forage ^supply to 
sustain It in such condition that it 
may normally be expected to propo- 
gate its own kind in a biologically 
sound manner, and also that the sex 
ratio is unbalanced and should be 
corrected. 


In the latter case the commis- 


sion Is of the opinion that these 
objectives can be best attained by 
allowing hunters to take antlerless 
deer with the regular hunting li- 
censes wherever such license is re- 
quired, without the Issuance of spe- 
cial permits during a period of six 
da.ys. from November 28 to Decem- 
ber 3. 


Because of the depletion of fur- 


bearing animals, drastic restrictions 
are also placed here. Tills is espe- 
cially true In the case of muskrats. 
the 'season lasting from December 
1, 1938, to January 31, 1939. 


Raccoons can be taken through 


the use of traps or deadfalls in all 
counties except Allegheny, Arm- 
strong.
